THE TAMING OF THE SHREW 

For the first time in over one hun 
dred years, at least one of tho old Blue 
Laws of Now Jersey has. been 'brought 
Into action. On \Vednosday, In the 
Wurren County Court, a wise and en- 
lightened jury tried a cltlzeness of 
Philllpsburg, and after twenty min- 
11 ton of deliberation convicted hor of 
being a oomnion scold. 

Immediately., thereupon arose an in- 
teresting legal. polnt. Tho old law, 
still on tho statute books, commands 
that any person so convicted be duck- 
ed forthwith upon the town ducking 
stool. Unfortunately for a strict ob. 
servance of the letter of the mandate, 
however, all I'hilllpaburg's ducking 
stools were either in musoums, which 
refused to give them up, or else had 
long since been smnahed Into kind- 
ling wood to light Philllpsburg fires of 
a winter morning. Tho Judge was in 
a quandary, 'fhe law commanded 
him In unmiatakeable terms to have 



the malefactress ducked; on the other 
hand, oven a Judge cannot duck a 
lady without a ducking stool, unless 
he is wilting to throw her in bodily— 
a thing which this magistrate's chtval- 
ry absolutely forbade. After hours 
of (mental unrest, he compromised 
with a. suspended sentence of sis 
months in jail, and a fine of three 
itindrcd dollars. 

Even though tho sentence was sus- 
pended, the fine appears extraordin- 
arily heavy In comparison with a mere 
ducking. And not only does it appeu'r 
unjustly heavy but totally inefficient. 
For the fiery dame, comparatively, 
came in to court like a lamb and went 
out like a lion. While a ducking, :f 
it coii'.d have been had, might have 
dampened her spirits, the only final 
way of quelling her inconq :erablo 
tongue would be to admln'ster the 
medicine of a certain doctor in Shaw's 
play. "The Man Who Married a 
Dumb Wife". It will be remembered 
that this learned physician unloose! 
the lady's tongue, and since from then 
on it was never still, the brow-beaten 
husband bad the doctor tie it up a- 
gain. But such benign doctors only 
lived in the Middle Age or in Shaw s 
imagination. The'setore the one hope 
remaining to Philllpsburg Is thin the 
Damocletiun sword of suspended sen- 
tence will shortly fall and that the 
mlnion3 of the law with cotton-stui'Ce l 
eurs. will hail this Xantippe to some 
wild and lonely tower.

"Sllakcspenro aiiil Washington would 
fail In English," says Dean Hawses, 
"under the old «yatom. of examinations 
which rejects a student if he is a poor 
speller and yo otherwise competent in 
the use of the language." The new 
placement examinations are designed 
to remedy this condition. In English, 
instance, through a spelling test, a 
cabulnry test, a constructive test and 
a compoition test, the particular weak- 
nesses, of the student may he discover- 
ed and isolated. If spelling is his dif- 
ficulty, he w ill he admitted to the col- 
lege course in Kngltsh, hut will he re- 
quired to take a course In spelling 
■without credit in order to strengthen 
)li s weak spot. The adoption of these 
tests, which all entering students are 
required to take heifre beginning their 
studies, is looked upon by University 
authorities as one of the most impor- 
tant steps in the progrès of Colum- 
bia's educational methods. 



, Barnard. 

Admission by psychological test, 
a ■ system recently adopted at Bar- 
nard, seems to have given satisfac- 
tory results so far. according to the 
annual repot of Dean Virginia GUdcr- 
slee-vc. The report reads as follows: 
"Thirty-two were admitted in this 
way, hesides twenty-two on a lom- 
bina.tion of psychological test and 
certain college entrance examina- 
tions. It is too soon, of course, to 
judge the success of this new plan 
of admission, but so t'ar the results 
have been vary promising. On the 
whole, the students this year seem 
to be of unusually good quality." 





Connecticut College. 
During his summer activities, Dr. 
Henry "VVells Lawrence, .lr.| rrofes- 
tior of History and Political Science 
nt Connecticut College, had an op- 
portunity to put into practice an idea 
long since conceived ' of "populariz- 
ing hisory."

DR. LEACOCK WILL 
ADDRESS EDUCATORS 

At Educational Congress of 
State of Iowa 



Dr. Lcacock is leaving to-day to 
attend the educational congress of the 
State of Iowa. He was invited ss a 
direct result o: his address at Con- 
vocation last May. It will be remem- 
bered that on that occasion he spoke 
on "Education under Democracy." 
Dr. Lcacock views with alarm the 
overwhelming tendency in Canadian 
and American colleges to uniformity 
in education. The student enters col- 
lege as a piece of raw material goes 
into a machine. Here he goes through 
a number of processes indentical with 
those of his fellow students. After 
a certain period of time he is turned 
out. the finished product, and stamped 
with bis factory's seal, known as a 
"degree." Dr. Leacock would prefer 
some method which would give more 
scope to the students' individuality 
and personal initiative: something, 
possibly, more alonz the lines of the 
great English university system. 

Dr. Lcacock has. besides his in- 
vitation to the Iowa conference, re- 
ceived many others since his convoca- 
tion address, with the same purpose 
in view. Among others, he has refus, 
cd Invitations to address meetings of 
'ducat ionullsts in California and Col- 
orado.

President of the Medical Coun- 
cil of Canada: President of Iho Cana- 
dian Medical Association, President of 
tho Montreal Mcdico-Chlrurglcal So- 
ciety and probably Hie highest of all, ho 
was the first Canadian to receive Iho 
honour of being President or the Brl- 
tlsh Medical Association. 

Il is interesting to note that during 
Sir Thomas' career with McOill three 
new buildings were added lo the Medi- 
cal facility. The only Medical build- 
ing M'cGlll boasted wasj when he gra- 
duated, situated where Hie New Biolo- 
gical Building now stands. In 100S Its 
central hall was destroyed by fire of 
unknown origin. Following this Ihe 
front, of Ihe old bulldng was rebuilt 
constlHuling the present front of the 
biological building. Later, the new 
Medical building on Pine. Aveiiuo and 
recently tho Biological building were 
also creeled during bis association with 
tho University. 

On February twentieth nf last year. 
Dr. Roddick, who had been in falling 
health for some lime passed away at 
his residence on Sherbrooke Street, anil 
was deeply mourned by all who knew 
him. The erection of gales at tho eh - 
trance t<> the University comes as a 
fitting memorial In ono who was 
honoured, respected and loved by Mc- 
fJIII men the world over.

The 
early Dutchmen played golf, they 
painted golf, they talked golf, but thoy 
did not write it. Perhaps this omis- 
sion Is explained by G. P. Shaw's 
maxim: "They who can, do; they 
who cannot, teach."
